Oron teaches non-invasively irradiating the brain with low level light energy at levels consistent 
with those of the Applicant, however, does not teach or suggest such treatment for Alzheimer's or 
Parkinson's disease. The Applicant explicitly requires the subject of the treatment to have one of 
the said diseases.
